Industrial Education. 


The idea of connectiug the acquirement of in- 


dustrial arts with mental education, is altogeth- 
er modern 
We have no account in ancient his- 


tory of any such benevolent institution. 
The 


first school ot this descnpiion was established at 
Hofwyl, in Switzerland, by M de Fellenberg, a 
man of fortune and a philanthmpist. - Similar 
institutions have since grown up in other coun- 
tries, and we now have several in our own 
We 


believe ours, however, only combine a knowl- 
edge of agncullure with the usual branches of 
an English education 
As we look upon these 


schools with peculiar interest, we have endeav- 
ored to learn the umde adopted in the most re- 
cent of them as they are now conducted 
There 


is one at Teniplenmyle,near Londonderry,which 
is said to be efficiently managed 
The superiors 


of tins school consist of a firmer, teacher, and a 
matron 
The nuiftber nf pupils is about seventy 


each of whom p.iys a trifle as an admissi in fee. 


The LJOVS rise at five in the morning, arrange 


their rooms,and then attend pravers in the chap- 
el. They are taun-ht in two divisions, and on 
alteindte diys, and are under the instruction of 
the farmer ond schoolmaster. They breiiklat,! at 
eight o'clock, ind are allowed their liberty until 
nine. They dine at one, and have an hour alter- 
wards tor recreation 
From two to six they are 


at school or at work on the him, according ta 
the turn ot rich division 
They sup at six, and 


have an hour Irll seven for themselves. 
From 


seven to nine they prepue their lessons for the 
next day, then attend evening pra\ers, and re- 
tne f^r the night 
On Sunday they attend di- 


vine worship ,it such places as they prefer, and 
occwpr the intervals ofthe day in religious read- 
ing 
The intellectual brandies consi^ ot .read- 


ing, writing, spelling, giammer,geograpiiy,arith- 
metic, wilting and book-keeping, practical trig- 
nometry nnd geometry. There are also lectures 
on agriculture, botany, and agricultural chemis- 
try "The science of agriculture is taughton the 
most extensive scale; all its varieties, all its im- 
provement", the management of the utensils of 
husb-inclry and their repairs, are particulaily ex- 
emplified 
When the boys go into the field to 


work, they are divided into sections of ten, and 
these aie earh under the care ot a monitor who 
superintends the work 
Regular farm books 


are kept, and an accurate account is furnished of 
the amount of work performed and the amount 
of crops raised by them 
In turn, the scholars 


are taken to market to make sale ofthe products 
ofthe farm. 
The land cultivated amounts to 


one hundred and thirlv-three acres, which are 
worked upon scientific pimciples 
The piinci- 


ple of the rotation of crops is thoroughly acted 
upon ; drains of various kinds, and fences of dif- 
ferent descriptions, are also made by way of ex- 
periment. 
In short, at thu school the most per- 


fect agricultural education may be obtained. 


There is another of these establishment* at 


Ealmg, near London,eitabliahed by a benevolent 
lady, in which the pupils have a small piece of 
ground allotted them, nnd which they cultivate 
for their own benefit. 


At the Royal Military A»ylorn at Chelsea, 


there is another,contamiog six hundred chijdren 
ofnon-cummissioned officers. 
All those above 


eleven years are taught handicrafts 
To anHwe 


them, military exercises me performed.and they
